The  program  was  inspired' 
by  a General  Conference  address 
by  Elder  Matthew  Cowley  of  the 
Quorum  of  the  Twelve.  Under  the 
direction  of  the  Mutual,  it  was  or- 
ganized and  letter  were  sent. 

There  are  ten  missions  as  well 
as  a Mutual  in  Korea  who  are 
participating.  They  are:  Tonga, 
New  Zealand,  Australia,  Korea, 
Japan,  Mexico,  Great  Britain,  the 
Netherlands,  Brazil,  Denmark, 
and  South  Africa.  The  committee 
has  organized  a group  with  a 
president,  secretary,  and  program 
director  for  each  country.  The 
groups  meet  separately  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  each  month  and 
have  a student  or  a missionary 
from  that  mission  speak.  Each 
month  a fireside  for  all  groups 
is  held,  and  the  letters  received 
are  read. 

Names  of  correspondents  are 
received  from  the  mission  MIA. 
Those  wishing  to  correspond  with 
someone  in  a foreign  land  should 
contact  a Campus  Branch  Mutual 
officer.

Let’s  take  a look  at  the  social 
unit  situation  as  it  stands  now 
that  rushing  is  a thing  of  the  past 
for  this  quarter. 

First,  the  CC  has  done  an  excel- 
lent job,  and  both  the  CC  mem- 
bers and  the  IOC  social  unit  com- 
mittee that  thought  up  the  CC 
deserve  plaudits.  There  were  a 
few  blunders,  but  they  were  re- 
markably few,  considering  the 
newness  of  everything  that  was 
being  done,  and  they  won’t  be  re- 
peated. The  experience  garnered 
by  this  initial  CC  will  help  im- 
measurably in  future  rushing, 
and  the  position  of  social  units 
has  been  greatly  strengthened  by 
the  activities  of  the  CC.

Critic  Goes  To  ‘Papa  Is  All’ 
With  Doubt;  Stays  to  Cheer

One  approached  last  week’s  University  Theatre  offering,  “Papa 
is  All,”  with  definite  reservations;  but  happily  remained  to  cheer 
the  proceedings. 

There  was  nothing  really  outstanding  about  Patterson  Green’s 
subject  of  religious  tyranny  in  a Pennsylvania  Dutch  family.  It 
bordered  the  pap  designed  with  an  eye  to  box  office  and  served  to 
frequently  to  a weary  public.  “Papa”  was  superior  because  what 
Greene  lacked  in  originality  he  supplied  with  excellence  of  drama- 
turgy. As  a season-opener  the  play  has  proved  ideal  with  its  intelli- 
gent comedy  and  excitement.  The  U.T.’s  production  coming  in  mid- 
season .provided  a pleasant  contrast  to  the  heavier  matter  thus  far 
presented. 

Director  Preston  Gledhill’s  leisurely  pacing  against  a realistic 
setting  was  delightfully  received.  The  setting  was  so  j indispensible 
that  one  can  hardly  mention  it  without  praising  the  direction:  both 
were  praiseworthy.  But  as  good  as  Alfred  Sensenback’s  work  was,  it 
was  not  very  challenging  and  was  far  from  the  imaginative  strength 
of  his  earlier  work.  The  author  outlined'  his  needs,  Sensenback  pro- 
vided them  handsomely  with  neither  being  badly  taxed. 

Calvin  Evans  in  the  monotonous,  brutal  title  role  scored  heavily. 
Miss  Lorna  Erickson,  whose  abilities  are  known  to  practically  every- 
one, won  new  respect  by  the  sincerity,  restraint  and  warmth  of  her 
“Mama.”  Julia  Groberg  as  the  worldly  gossip,  Mrs.  Yoder,  provided 
a big  comedy  boost  in  the  best  supporting  performance  of  the 
season.  The  other  actors,  Stan  Porter,  Pat  Mann  and  Wally  Bruce 
were  adequate  although  their  work  lacked  dimension.  Bruce  was 
particularly  weak  in  moments  and  was  hardly  missed  when  he  was 
offstage. 

Curtain  calls,  with  flowers  brought  out  to  the  leading  lady, 
rivaled  the  silly,  amateurish  antics  usually  seen  at  the  music  depart- 
ment’s offerings.  Here,  as  there.,  they  detracted  from  the  achieved 
effect  of  an  otherwise  enjoyable  evening.

Sensational  Chuck  Woodworth, 
BYU’s  professional  boxer,  found 
himself  overmatched  as  he  bat- 
tled his  way  to  an  unpopular 
draw  against  last  minute  substi- 
tute Kirby  Seals,  San  Diego,  in 
the  Provo  arena  Friday  night. 

Woodworth  was  previously 
scheduled  to  fight  Harlan  Kelly, 

180  pound  heavyweight.  Seals’ 
greater  experience  and  15  pound 
weight  advantage  showed 
throughout  the  fight. 

His  bull-like  rushes  and  sharp 
hooks  kept  Woodworth  in  trouble 
through  much  of  the  scrap.  It  was 
Seals’  illegal  tactics  — holding 
Woodworth's  head  with  one  hand 
and  hitting  with  the  other  and 
kidney  punching  on  breaking 
from  a clinch — that  gave  the 
BYU  boxer  the  points  needed  for 
a draw. 

The  crowd  booed'  when  the  ref- 
eree lifted  both  fighters’  gloves 
and  even  Woodworth  shook  his 
head. 

It  was  the  first  effort  to  estab- 
lish regular  professional  boxing 
in  Provo.  If  the  crowds  wanted 
boxing  in  Provo,  managers  of  the 
Provo  arena  announced,  it  would 
become  a regular  attraction. 

In  the  preliminary  bouts  Wen- 
dell Haskell  of  Ogden  scored 
third  round  knockout  over  Jim 
Robinson  of  Ogden  but  only  af- 
ter Robinson  had  kept  him  cov- 
ered with  sharp  blows  in  the  first 
two  rounds. 

There  were  tnree  KnocKouts  on 
the  five  fight  card. 

Bim  Anderson  of  Rexburg  came 
out  in  the  first  round  with  fists 
flying  for  a knockout,  but  caught 
a .hard  right  on  the  nose  from  Lee 
Haynes  and  was  knocked  out  with 
a single  punch. 

Johnny  Whitecloud  knocked  out 
Rex  Ferro  in'  the  fourth  round 
of  their  preliminary  bout  and  Lee 
Meir  won  a decision  over  Indian 
Kee  Sosis  in  the  first  bout  of  the 
evening. 


RICHMOND  (Special)  — The 
BYU  cagers  stood  the  San  Fran- 
cisco bay  area  on  its  ear  here  last 
Friday  night,  as  they  opened  the 
flood  gates  against  a surprising- 
ly inept  five  from  St.  Mary’s. 

Scene  of  the  riotous  shooting 
exhibition  was  the  Richmond  aud- 
itorium, where  the  Cats  caught 
the  Gaels  with  their  basketball 
britches  at  half  mast  to  paste 
them  with  a 78-50  defeat. 

The  Gaels  had  previously  made 

fair  showing  with  bay  area 
competition,  including  a win  over 
Santa  Clara. 

But  the  Cougars  struck  the 
Gaels  with  a stupor  of  dismay  as 
they  cut  loose  with  the  most  fan- 
tastic display  of  shooting  ever 
seen  by  the  bay  area  fans  and 
sports  scribes. 

The  game  was  only  seconds 
old  before  the  Provoans  unleashed 
quick  baskets  that  eventually 
moved  them  to  a 26-9  lead.  They 
hit  11  of  22  tries,  and  then  came 
back  in  the  second  stanza  to  boost 
the  advantage  to  45-21,  before 
Watts  pulled  his  regulars. 

'the  latter  move  was,  for  all 
intents  and  purposes,  a declara- 
tion of  “no  contest.”  While  the 
starting  five  was  in  action  they 
hit  a penomenal  65  per  cent,  tank- 
ing 20  out  of  31  field  goal  at- 
tempts. 

The  Gaels  were  never  the  same 
after  that  initial  blast,  even  when 
the  Cougars’  second  and  third 
stringers  moved  into  play.  None 
of  the  first  five  returned  to  ac- 
tion. 

But  the  reserves  kept  the  Cou- 
gars waxing  warm,  with  exery- 
body  on  the  Watts  bench  break- 
ing into  the  scoring  column. 

Harold  Christensen  led  the 
field  goal  parade  with  six  field 
goals  for  his  brief  stay  in  the 
game.  He  was  followed  by  Joe 
Richey  with  11  counters,  and 
Nick  Mateljan  with  nine. 

The  Y’s  sensational  shooting 
was  seen  by  a small  crowd  of 
less  than  1200  persons,  the  most 
amazed  and  disturbed  of  whom 
was  the  Gael’s  mentor,  Tom  Fo- 
ley. The  fiery  spirits  of  the  St. 
Mary’s  coach  were  quenched  in 
the  first  half,  and  the  game  but 
out-classed  Gaels  never  quite  re- 
covered from  the  initial  strike.

SAN  FRANCISCO  (Specia)l— 
There  was  plenty  of  beef  on  the 
Cow  Palace  court  last  Saturday 
night,  and  all  of  it  was  on  the 
move.  Consequently  the  Cougars 
were  charged  with  their  fifth  de- 
feat of  the  season,  as  they  fell 
under  the  stampede  of  the  Santa 
Clara  Broncos,  64-72. 

The  big,  beefy  boys  of  coach 
Bob  Feerick  beat  the  Cougars 
black  and  blue  on  the  backboards 
and  maintained  a-  hot  shooting 
pace  to  control  the  contest  all 
the  way. 

After  five  “high”  games,  in 
which  the  Cougars  won  by  mar- 
gins exceeding  25  points,  it  was 
not  unexpected  to  see  them  falter 
on  the  Frisco  hardwoods  against 
Santa  Clara,  a club  that  appears 
to  be  bound  for  an  NCAA  berth. 

A crowd  of  5281 — the  largest  of 
the  season  for  the  Cow  Palace — 
watched  the  Broncos  sweep  the 
boards  with  their  tall  timber  and 
dominate  the  action  throughout 
the  first  half. 

Two  things  above  all  other, 
hurt  the  Cougars. 

First,  they  lost  he  services  of 
Nick  Mateljan  in  the  first  half. 
Nick  was  tagged  with  five  of  the 
game’s  51  fouls  almost  before  he 
had  a chance  to  get  warmed  up. 

The  Y’s  height  dwindled  in  the 
second  half  when  Boyd  Jarman 
was  directed  to  the  bench  with 
his  foul  quota  filled.  The  final 
blow  came  in  the  fourth  quarter 
when  Harold  Christensen,  who 
sparked  the  Y drive  most  of  the 
way,  was  also  benched  with  five 
fouls. 

The  second  major  factor  in  the 
Y’s  fifth  defeat  was  a sloppy 
showing  on  the  free  throw  line. 
Of  40  chances  to  improve  their 
lead  on  the  foul  line,  the  Cats 
hit  a meager  20,  or  50  per  cent  of 
their  charity  flips.

Spivakovsky  Excells  With  Technique 
But  Misses  With  His  Interpretation 

Tossy  Spivakovsky  began  last  Monday  night’s  concert  with  a 
Handel  Sonata  which  made  it  worth  the  trip  to  the  Tabernacle. 
A technically  brilliant  but  slippery  rendition  of  the  Mendelsohn 
Violin  Concerto  followed  (in  which  he  got  carried  away  at  one 
point  and  began  playing  the  orchestra  part).  From  this  point  on, 
his  technique  became  progressively  more  brilliant,  his  interpretation 
progressively  more  slippery. 

The  whole  concert  after  the  intermission  consisted  of  encore- 
type  numbers,  mostly  short  or  familiar  or  both,  in  which  he  allowed 
his  oiled  strings  to  get  the  best,  of  him.  By  the  time  he  got  to  the 
real  encores  the  music  had  degenerated  into  transcriptions  of  piano 
or  vocal  music.  Transcriptions,  at  best,  are  never  satisfying  and 
there  is  so  much  wonderful  music  written  deliberately  for  the 
fiddle 

Many  of  the  string  players  in  the  audience  commented  on  Mr. 
Spivakovsky’s  bowing  technique,  which  was  truly  amazing,  even  to 
the  plumbers  in  the  crowd  (i.e.  Yours  Truly).  In  fact  every  aspect 
of  his  technique  seemed  near-perfect.  The  control  he  had  over  what 
he  wanted  his  instrument  to  say  seemed  infinite.  Unfortunately  he 
sacrificed  technique  to  interpretation.  The  poor  result  tarnished 
the  shining  perfection  that  his  playing  almost  was.— Linda  Worsley
